London, July %0.—(Via Ottawa.)— 
The war is costing the people of Great 
Britain $34,720,000 per day, or $1,455,- 
000 every hour, or nearly $25,000a mitr- 
pte, according to a statement prepared 
by the imperial authorities, which 
says: 

“After four yearsof exhausting war, 
Britain’s credit is still unimpaired. Her 
‘silver bullets’ are being turned out by 
the huodred million and every one is 
finding its billet. Her people are 
cheerfully bearing the ever-increasing 
strain whick has been placed upon 
their shoulders and will spare no effort 
in blood or treasure till victory is as- 
sured. - 

“Britain’s national debt has _ in- 
crease] during the war from $3,225,000,- 
000 to $39,900,000,000, or in excess of 
twelve times over, and yet she is pay- 
ing all—and much more than all—her 
debt charges out of current taxation, 
while the new taxation raised by Ger- 
many is not enough to pay the interest 
accumulated upon her war debt.

DR. PARKS’ OFFER 
TO RESIGN REFUSED 


Action Is Declared “Grand- 
stand Play” in Card Given 
Out for Publication by 
Judge George Gober. 


The offer of Dr. M. M. Parks to quit 
his place as president of the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college at Mil- 
ledgeville, the refusal of the trus~ 
tees to accept his resignation, and 
a statement by Judge George Gober, a 
member of the board, in which he de-« 
clared that the action of the head of 
the institution was a “grandstand 
play,” were interesting news develop- 
ments of Tuesday. 

The controversy was given promi- 
nence by the fact that Dr. Parks stat- 
ed his resignation was prompted by 
the presence on the board of Judge 
George Gober, ang he is said to have 
declared at the meeting of the trus- 
tees, which was attended by six mem-~ 
bers, and was held at the Terminal 
hotel, that Judge Gober’s appearance 
on the official board boded no good 
for him or for the college, further stat- 
ing that the new trustee is too close 
a friend of Judge Hamilton McWhor- 
ter, of Athens, who, according to Dr. 
Parks, is his outspoken enemy. 

Takes Parks to Task. 

After reading the report as publish- 
ed in an afternoon newspaper of the 
meeting before which Dr. Parks 
offered his resignation, Judge Gober 
commented freely upon the situation 
and made a number of personal refer- 
ences to the president of the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college, taking 
the well-known educator severely ‘to 
task. 

Declaring Dr.. Parka, to be suf- 
fering from some delusive nightmare”

American Solons Watch- 
ed Sergy Fight Until Ger- 
man Artillery Got Range 
and Then They Left. 


With the American Forces on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, July 30.—(By the 
Associated Press)—Six war-tired Amer- 
ican congressmen are on their way 
back to Paris today after having wit- 
nessed from a hillside on Monday the 
tussle for possession of the town of 
Sergy, two and a half miles southeast 
of the former German base at Fere 
en Tardenois in the Soissons-Rheims 
pocket. 

The congressmem saw American in- 
fantrymen in action, witnessed the fir- 
ing of entente allied big guns and heard 
the rattle of German machine guns and 
the crashing of the heavy cannon of 
the’ German crown. prince. The con- 
gressmen probably would have remain- 
ed on the eminence longer had not the 
German heavy shells begun exploding 
overhead. That ended the sight-seeing 
trip in that vicinity, one congressman 
remarking that the Germans could quit 
that sore of business right then so far 
as he was concerned. 

The congressmen, who had visited the

vations Monday showed to them the 
first actual fighting worth talking 
about.

ALLIES HOLDING 
DESPITE ATTACKS 
MADE BY GERMANS 


Paris, July 30.—Northeast of Fere 
n Tardenois the allied troops in local 
fighting Tuesday advanced tbeir line 
and also retained the ground captured 
in the region of Sergy, notwithstandad- 
ing several German counter attacks, 
according to the French official com- 
munication issued this evening. 
Attempts by the Germans to retake 
the village of St. Euphraise, southwest 
of Rheims failed, although the enemy 
made a slight advance to the west of 
the village. 

The text of the communication fol- 
ows: 

“On the right bank of the Ourcg 
some local fighting enabled us to ad- 
vance on the height to the northeast 
of Fere en Tardenois. 

“In the region of Sergy we main- 
tained our gains, in spite of several 
reactions by the enemy. 

“Southwest of Rheims the Germans 
attacked on both sides of St. Eu- 
phraise. All their attempts to cap- 
ture St. Euphraise failed, in spite of a 
slight advance made by them to the 
west of the village. 

“There is nothing of importance to 
report from the rest of the front." 


BRITISH CAPTURE 
MERRIS VILLAGE. 


London, July 30.—Australian troops 
have captured the village of Merris, 
southwest of Ypres, according to Field 
Marshal Haig’s report from British 
headquarters tonight. 

The statement says: 

“During the latter part of the night 
patrola of the First Australian divi- 
sion, who had entered German posi- 
tions about Merris, successfully estab- 
lished themselves east of the village, 
which they surrounded and captured. 
One hundred and sixty-nine prisoners 
and a number of trench mortars and 
machine guns were taken by us in 
the course of this énterprise. ur cas- 
ualties were light. A few additional 
prisoners were captured by our patrols 
during the day in Nieppe forest. 

“The hostile artillery has shown 
great activity today against our new 
positions at Merris.” 


ALLIES REPULSED 
WITH HEAVY LOSSES, 
GERMANS REPORT 


Berlin, July 80.—(Via London.)—The 
German official communication of today 
dealing with the fighting north of the 
Ourcq and southwest of Rheims Mon- 
day, says the allied forces, including 
French, British and iAmericans, at- 
tacked in strength, but were thrown 
back with the heaviest losses over the 
entire battle line. 

The communication says the heaviest 
of attacks were launched against the 
Hartennes-Fere en Tardenois front, but 
that the assaulting waves broke down 
at or before the German lines and some- 
times under counter attacks. From Fere 
en Tardenois eastward the allied thrusts 
likewise were unsuccessful, while re- 
peated attacks southwest of Rheims 
were everywhere repulsed with heavy 
losses. 

The text of the com 
lows? 

“There have been lively reconnoiter- 
ing. activity during the night. Partial 
attacks by the British in the region of 
Merris and'on both sides of the Ayette 
were repulsed. 

“The enemy launched attacks with 
strong forces against our new lines 
north of the Ourcgq and on our positions 
on the wooded heights southwest of 
Rheims. The French, British and Amer- 
icans were thrown back on the whole of 
their attacking front with the heaviest 
of losses. 

“The main weight of the enemy’s at- 
tack was dGirected against the Har- 
tennes-Fere en Tardenois front, where 
during the morning and afternoon the 
enemy stormed again and again in 
dense waves. His assaults broke down

Punication fo!- 
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If Ludendorff Decides on 
Another Drive, Simonds 
Thinks It Will Be Aimed 
at British—Waiting Game 
Best for Allies. 


By Frank H. Simends. 
New York, July 30.—(Special.)—Three 
times in four years the Germans have 
undertaken to achieve a decision in the 
western field. Three different com- 


manders, Moltke, the younger; Falken- 
hayn end Ludendorff, have essayed to 


solve the great problem, Moltke and 
Ludendorff failed at the Marne, Falk- 
enhayn at Verdun. Each of the earl- 
ier failures cogt the Germans the initia- 
tive on the west front. It remains now 
to be seen what will be the effect of 
the third defeat. 

We are bound to recognize, too, that 
in each case the German failure has 
been the result of the same miscalcu- 
lation, a false appraisal of the condi- 
tion alike of the French army and the 
French people. In each. case the Ger- 
man high command undertook opera- 
tions which could only be undertaken 
in the presence of a beaten foe. Three 
times this presumption has been pun, 
ished. The will of the French army, 
supplemented in 1914 by the British, 
in 1918 by the Americans, has been 


sufficient, not alone to break the at- 


tack, but to wrest the offensive from 
the enemy. 


Ludenderff Must Strike Quickly. 


As it now stands Ludendorff must 
attack again and promptly or else con- 
fess defeat in the campaign which all 
Germany has been educated to believe 
would win the war in the present sum- 
mer and bring a victorious German 
peace before snow came again. An- 
other delay of forty days, such as has 
separated previous efforts would take 
us well into September, bring at least 
300,000 more Americans to France, and 
what is vastly more important, allow 
time for at least 300,000 American 
troops already in France, but not yet 
ready for the combat, to finish their 
training. Automatically Foch would 
thus acquire another strategic reserve 
materially larger than that which he 
used with such deadly effect south of 


Soissons the other day. 


But if Ludendorff attacks. now he 
must attack the British, since the ar- 
mies of the German crown prince, 
fighting disastrously between the Ar. 
gonne and Soissons, are in no condi- 
tion to undertake an offensive. Their 
supplies have been exhausted, their 
tramsport disorganized and their re- 
serves consumed in the recent unsuc- 
cessful battle, and subsequent retreat. 
It is one thing to draw a great army 
out of a bad‘ hole skilfully and another 
to throw this army into another vast 
offensive in a period of days. The 
thing was possible in the old war of 
movement, when the question of muni- 
tions and transport was not so im- 
portant, it is well-nigh inconceivable 
under existing conditions. 
If Germans Strike British. 

If Ludendorff- elects to strike the 
British, however, he can employ little 
more than 265 diviisons of reserves, so 
great has been the consumption of 
shock troops in recent months. Four 
months ago he brought off his Picardy 
success with 40 divisions, followed im- 
mediately by another 40. But the Brit- 
ish have now at least 90 full divisions 
on the west front, equal in. strength to 
at least 100 German divisions. They 
almost certainly outnumber the Ger- 
mans before them and the mass of 
their divisions are in better condition 
than those of the enemy. The reason 
for this is simple. The German has 
steadily pursued the policy of milking 
most of his divisions of the best men 
in order to create a certain number of 
shock divisions. This has given him 
a wonderful stricking force, but it has 
had two evil consequences. It has ma- 
terially’ lowered the value of all but 
the selected divisions and it has en- 
tailed.a disproportionate loss among 
the best of his man power, since the 
shock troops were used in the terribly 
expensive first assaults in the various 
offensives. Thus, after five great ef- 
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“= Germans Must Strike 
Or Confess Campaign 
Has Ended in Failur 
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forts, the’ German finds hia shock 
troops terribly reduced in number, 
while the balance of his forces are 
revealing the bad effects of losing 
their best material. The allies, on the 
contrary, have preserved an equality 
of standards with respect to all their 
divisions. 
Dilemma for Ruppreckt. 

Again, if Rupprecht of Bavaria re- 
turns to the attack against Haig he 
must attack one of two salients, each 
resembling the Marne salient, which 
has proven so disastrous for the Ger- 
‘mans. If he attempts to. push in the 
wedge south of Ypres, he must present 
two flanks to the foe and risk a coun- 
ter thrust like that which won the 
recent Marne battle, either from 
Bethune or from Ypres. If he strikes 
for Amiéns, he leaveg Foch an opening 
flank either between Albert and Arras 
or between Montdidier and the Oise. 
If the German thrust fails, as the 
Marne thrust failed, the counter at- 
tack is bound to come, for Foch will 
never go back to the completely de-~ 
fensive strategy, and such a thrust 
would involve a retreat to the old 
Hindénburg line, or else a fatal re- 
treat in Pilanders. If Foch has, as 
yet, no decisive or considerable supe- 
riority in numbers, he has at least an 
unquestioned equality and can afford a 
counter offensive whenever the German 
original thrust fails. 

As it stands Foch can afford to let 
the Germans make the first move, and 
for moral, if not for military reasons, 
they can hardly refrain from making 
this move. But it has become exces- 
sively risky for them to undertake a 
new offensive which would eat up the 
last reserve divisions of shock troops 
and insure a counter thrust if it failed, 
a counter thrust bound to be exceed- 
ingly dangerous, as the marine experi- 
ence has just demonstrated. 

Waiting Game Best for Allies. 

On the other hand. Foch is in no po- 
sition to let loose a general cffensive, 
such as the Germans have been in- 
dulging in. Should he undertake this 
and fail the Germans would be able 
to pass to the offensive again with far 
better chances of success than they 
now have, As far as one can see the 
waiting game, with certain clear modi- 
fications, remains the best game for 
the allied commander-in-chief. His 
numbers are growing, he has mastered 
the new German method of attack, he 
has pulled down both the strength and 
the contidence of his foes enormously 
and he is in a position to profit in- 
stantlvy by miscalculation of theirs. 

If the Germans try a new offensive 
and fail then may come the moment 
for the general offensive of the allies. 
This will depend upon the extent of the 
German failure and the effect of the 
defeat pon the morale of their army. 
But all things considered, Foch seems 
unlikely to attempt a Ludendorff 
stroke now: On the other hand, he can 
and niay multiply his local operations 
and worry and disconcert the German 
commanders by relatively minor opera- 
tions at various points. He is sure to 
do this if he does not desire the Ger- 
mans to deliver another great blow, 
but for many reasons he may desire 
that such a blow be delivered. 

Ludendorff is not likely again to pos- 
sess the initiative as he did from 
March 21 to July 15. The conditions 
have entirely changed and Foch is in 
a far different situation, having the 
power to deal blow for blow with 
Ludendorff, meet offensive with coun- 
ter offensive and wait or strike ag he 
may choose, instead of waiting to be 
struck, as he has had to do hitherto 
for many months. 

Ludendorff May Be Forced. 

Ludendorff may have to strike, 
whether he ia in a condition to bring 
off a great success or not, because of 
political reasons. But when political 
reasons begin to interfere with mill- 
tary, disasters come thick and faat, as 
the French experience in the last war 
with Germany demonstrated. 

Public attention continues to be fixed 
upon the fighting in what is left of 
the Marne galient, but in the larger 
sense this phase is already completed. 
The Germans have gotten away and 
are going presently to stand at the 
Aisne. At either place their positions 
will be too strong to be forced by 
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Foch’s troopa, without long prepara- 
‘tion. The capture of villages, the dar- 
bre and splendid valor of our troops, 
| the ‘dramatic incidents of the current 
news, are, therefore, in a sense, cf

“If within these periods of sixty and 
thirty days they do not enlist or enroll 
or leave the United States for military 
service in their own country, they will, 
unless exempted by the British am- 
bassador under article 3 of the conven- 
tions, be liable to military service in 
the United States and entitled to classi- 
fication and exemption under the laws 
and regulations relating to compulsory 
military service in force in the United 
States in the same manner as if they 
were American citizens.

PEP IS DEMANDED 
OF LABOR WARRIOR, 
DECLARES SOLDIER 


_A rousing patriotic address was de- 
livered Tuesday noon before the em- 
ployees of the Southern Iron and Equip- 
ment company by Private J. C. Taylor, 
of the Canadian Expeditionary forces, 
who has been sent to Atlanta to assist 
Sidney Story in his work for the na- 
tional service section of the United 
States shipping board. 

_ Private Taylor is an American, hav- 
ing enlisted with the Canadians in 
1916 from Lawrence, Mass., where, he 
was in newspaper work. He saw serv- 
ice om the front from the latter part of 
the Somme campaign until he was 
wounded at Vimy Ridge.

Lawrence, better known as Larry, 
Doyle, the veteran second baseman of 
the Giants, will pass his thirty-second 
milestone today. He is, and for many 
years has been, one of the heaviest hit- 
ters in the National league, béing the 
batting champion in 1915. Larry was 
born in Caseyville, Ill. His youth was

Since then he has made his 
winter home in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Doyle was a coal miner in his youth, 
and before he was old enough to enter 
the mines he helped to eke out the 
family income by delivering papers 
and toiling in a grocery emporium.

SISTERS OF SOLDIERS . 
MAY SERVE IN FRANCE 


Washington, July 30.—Becatise the 
American Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A. and 
other allied bodies doing war work in 
France are unable to obtain a sufficient 
number of women as workers, the war

CAPITAL ISSUES COMMI TTEE. 


Attention is called to an analysis by 
Attorney H. N. Randolph, ‘on this page, of 
the provisions and requirements of the cap- 
' {tal issues act passed by congress April 
6, last. 

In order to comply with this law it is nec- 
essary for business men to be advised what 
the new law requires.. In the hope that this 
- analysis may prove helpful to our readers, 
the same is published. Public sentiment 
will approve the appeal of the capital issues 
committee at Washington to all business 
men to conform to the provisions of this 
law, whether their enterprises be new or 
@ rearrangement of the financial structure 
of an existing enterprise. The appeal is to 
the states, counties and cities as well as to 
institutions of a private nature. WHngland, 
for instance, has built no new school houses 
since 1914. Municipal expenditures, wheth- 
er for sewers, water, lights, hospitals or 
streets and sidewalks, are held to bare 
necessities. It is an example well worthy 
of emilation, particularly when it is remem- 
bered that in England the work of their 
capital issues committee has been volun- 
tary. 

It is the way to win the war. Every dol- 
lar must be conserved and preserved, All 
investments in securities, unless issued to 
raise capital for purposes related directly 
to the war and its maintenance, should be 
_ @iscouraged. All expenditures by public 
corporations, such as states, counties and 
cities not essential to the health or public 
convenience, should be. postponed until after 
fhe war. The inquiry should in every in- 
stance be “can we do without?” Unless 
essential, the money should not be spent, 
the securities should not be issued. 

The district committee can be trusted to 
~act fairly and liberally in fits decisions. It 
is doing its work under the auspices of the 
federal reserve board at WashinBton and 
the federal reserve banks. No enterprise 
will be thwarted which by its. operations 
can aid in the success of the great struggle. 
Where the case and need is clear, no ex- 
penditures will be prevented. 

_All should contribute cheerfully and 
willingly in the great work of this capital 
issues committee, for thereby they will be 
doing their “bit” ‘in the great cause which 
affects so vitally the lives and well-being 
of ail.

Serutinises All Isaues. 


@very new issue of securities, stocks or 
bonds, in excess of $100,000, muet, before it 
is put upon the market for sale, be first 
submitted to the capital issues committee 
at Washington to determine whether the 
issue is “compatible with the national in- 
terest” in the present war emergency and 
crisis. If the securities were in the pos- 
session and control of the issuing euthority 
on: April 6 they are deemed to have beén 
issued after that date. 


The only exceptions are: Borrowings in 
ordinary course of business; (2) refunding 
operations; (3) resale of securities which 
have passed the committee; (4) govern- 
mentally operated railroad securities, and 
(5) bonds issued by the war finance cor- 
poration. 

The committee entertains jurisdiction 
over and will pass upon new securities to 
be offered for sale by the various states, 
counties, cities and all subdivisions of states, 
and every such issue, whether of bonds or 
what not, should be submitted to the com- 
mittee before being sold or offered for sale. 
To determine whether the proposed new 
issues -about to be offeréd@d for sale are 


committee avails itself of the advice of the 
departments or officers of the government 
acquainted with the particular subject being 
dealt with. If the new securities are to be 
issued in exchange for property, neverthe- 
lees the issue must be submitted to the 
committee. Issues to provide for a stock 
dividend must be submitted to the commit- 
tee. There is no distinction between “pub- 
lic” iBsues and “private” issues. 


Public and Private Issues the Same. 


Whenever seourities or shares of any 
kind are issued to obtain fresh capital the 
transaction comes within the*® province of 
the committee. The committee does not ex- 
press any opinion upon the intrinsic merits 
of securities to be offered for sale. It 
| examines into.two questions only: Whether 
the issue is timely, giving due regard to 
the war financial operations of the govern- 
ment, and whether the objects for which 
the funds are to .be raised are compatible 
with the national interest. 

‘The committee has recommended that all 
state authorities, including counties, dis- 
tricts, commissions and municipalities, shall 
undertake only such road improvement 
work as is actually necessary, and to deter- 
mine whether road work is actually neces- 
sary, some military necegsity or unusual 
economic necessity, must be clearly shown. 

The committee has recommended _ that 
certain classes of municipal improvements 
should wholly cease, such as the establish- 
meht of parks and betterments solely de- 
signeg for purposes of appearance or archi- 
tecture, and all otherg should be curtailed 
and postponed until after the war when- 
ever possible, even in the case of public 
buildings, hospitals, street and road con- 
struction, waterworks extensions, sewerage 
and drainage improvements, sidewalks, etc. 

The committee has recommended that 
the fact that no schoolhouses have been 
built in England since the war, except in 
munition centers, and even in such centers 
only temporary and inexpensive structures 
have been erected. 

The fact that the expense is to be repaid 
wholly or in part by special assessments 
roes not make any difference, or that ample 
ocal labor is available, because all the 
labor in the country is being needed by war 
industries of.one-sgort or another. 

In cases where a popular election has 
to be held to detérmine whether the’ pro- 
posed securities shall be issued, the com- 
mittee’s approval should be sought after 
and nof before the election. .

Further, they are supposed to develop. 
new ideas and plans for the efficient prose- 
cution of the necessary and imperative 


labors at home that must protect and pro- 


vide for the home people; and with the 
same token protect the interests and provide 
for the maintenance and the comfort and 
the morale of American boys in camps and 
trenches. 

These State Councile of Defense are as 
necessary in the states respectively of the 
American republic, in this day of war and 
war emergencies, as any of the various es- 
sential auxiliaries of the government: and 
more s0,indeed,in so far as local applica- 
tions and influences go. 

Itis unfortunate that Georgia has not been 
able to do more, but it is difficult to ac- 
complish much on a pauperized appropria- 
tion to accomplish with. To this, however, 
I shall refer tomorrow.

New York, July 306.—An increase in 
the consumer of one cent a pound in the 
price of sugar. is indicated in a state- 
ment issued here today by George M. 
Rolph, chairman of thé international 
sugar committee, after a conference 
with representatives of the Cuban gov- 
ernment. Such authorities of the Cu- 
ban and United States governments 
will meet in Washington next week to 
decide on the’ 1919 price. 

Mr. Rolph made public a brief pre- 
pared by the Cuban government set- 
ting forth conditions tending to increase 
the cost of production of the 1919 crop. 
He said. that the international sugar. 
committee recogrrized the need of meet- 
ing this higher cost, which the Cuban 
conferees dec! would exceed one- 
half a cent a pound. 

Refinery prices to wholesalers ‘for 
granulated sugar are now 7% cents a 
pound. The wholesaler charges the re- 
taller .8% cents a pound and the con- 
sumer pays 10 cents, in accordance with 


et rule of the federal food administra- 
on. 

It was shown by thé Cuban mission 
that the investment for sugar produc- 
tion in Cuba is on a scale of 4,000,000 
tons with a capital value of $1,600,600- 
000. Aside from the higher cost of la-

It was caused by the 
efforts of shorts, made nervous by fa- 
vorable war news to cover over weekly 
and monthly crop reports due during 
the coming two sessions. . Soon after 
the opening the ring was swamped 
with buying orders and buyers found| 
almost no €otton for sale. 

On the opening call December was 2 
points off, but other,months were up 
slightly. In a few minutes the de- 
mand increased, the ring entered into 
a period of great activity and values 
swung upward sharply until they were 
62 to 75 points over yesterday’s close.

New York, July 30.—Profits in excéss 
of all previous records were made by 
the United States Steel corporation for 
the second quarter of 1918, according 
to the financial statement issued after 
today’s meeting of the directors. 

Total earnings amounted to $62,557,- 
391 after setting aside $90,716,250, or 
about 60 per cent of returns, for ac- 
count of federal income and war taxes 
and a nominal sum for interést on 
bonds of subsidiary companies. The 
enormous federal appropriation or al- 
lowance includes $68,716,250 for the 
current quarters on the basis of existin 
tax laws, and $32,000,000 for account o 
additional taxes on which may be im- 
posed for the first six months under 
proposed federal legislation. 

Net income for the quarter amounted 
to $52,399,483 and payment of the regu- 
lar quarterly dividend of 1% per cent 
on the preferred stock and 1% per cent 
regular and the usual 3 per cent extra 
disbursement on the common left a 
balance of $19,017,375. 

In the previous, or first, quarter of 
the year total earnings amounted to 
$56,961,424, after appropriatin only 
$31,585,198 for federal income and taxes, 
and net income aggregated $48,449,817, 
leaving the quarter’s balance at $15.- 
032,502 after payment of the regular 
preferred and common dividends, in- 
cluding the extra 3 per cent.
